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UNIQUE “HITCH” JOINS 





When talking with horsemen, a hitch means just one thing 
. a group of horses hitched together to pull something; 
whether it be a stagecoach, hay wagon, or sled. When our 
Tencennial Parade begins next week, it will feature one of the 
most unique hitches in the world, a hitch that has been 
touring the United States and Canada since this past July. 

Originating at Disneyland’s Circle D Corral (their version 
of our Tri-Circle-D Ranch), the hitch was put together for 
Disneyland's 25th Anniversary Parade. And it's been on the 
move ever since! 

In a recent issue of the DISNEYLAND LINE, our California 
cousin of the EYES & EARS, an article appeared describing 
this unique hitch which will appear for the first time at Walt 
Disney World next Thursday, October 1. We thought you 
might enjoy sharing the story. 

One more Disney dream becomes a reality this week as 
nine of our Percheron horses set out on a three-month cross- 
country tour. For the first time in Disney history, we are 
sending out our unique team of black horses and a 1907 
steam calliope, both of which were used in the Park's 25th 
Anniversary Parade. Their destination is Walt Disney World, 
where they will perform daily in the Tencennial Anniversary 
Parade. 

The tour kicks off this Sunday with an appearance in 
Chicago's Olde Time Circus Parade. Other stops include: the 
Calgary Stampede in Canada, Colorado's Parade of the 
Rockies, and the Eastern States Exposition in Massachusetts. 
The horses will appear as Disney celebrities in many state 
fairs, including: Ohio, Kentucky, lowa, and North Dakota;

and at a special showing in Washington D.C. The “Road 
Show” halts October 1 at Walt Disney World. 

It began two years ago with a calliope and a dream. "We 
set out to find a unique group of horses because of the need 
for a great hitch to pull the calliope and to further enhance the 
Disney image,” said Mike Leslie, Supervisor of the Circle D 
Corral. 

Mike remembers when he first saw the original Percherons’ 
at a horse show, “They were perfect, all 18 hands high, a ton 
a piece and perfectly matched.” They weren't for sale but 
after negotiations it all came together, including the hiring of 
a former Indiana breeder, Jim Denton, who originally sold 
the first seven Percherons to Disney. 

After one year in the 25th Anniversary Parade, John 
Thompson, Business Manager for the Entertainment Divi- 
sions at Disneyland and Walt Disney World, wanted to know 
what to do with the horses. ‘There must be something. And 
that's when the state fair tour idea was formulated.” 

From the beginning, Mike and Jim have superbly trained 
the team, while John has put all the packages and budget 
together. ‘It's been an eduation because everything is new. 
We had no van, no tractors, no stalls, absolutely nothing,” 
says John. 

You can imagine with the largest Percheron weighing 
2,500 pounds, a lot of time and effort has been taken to make 
traveling conditions as strong and comfortable as possible. 

“It all began with a phone call from Mike Leslie,” says Tom 
Hendren, Salesman at Hendricks Trucks, Inc. They began to 
search for a large moving van, strong enough to carry the

horses. But it didn't stop with a heavy 
steel ramp, extra padded walls, spe- 
cial flow-through ventilation and re- 
movable stalls and rafters on the 
ceiling. 

Hendricks added the extra creative 
details that Disney is known for 
doing. “That's my touch,” says Tom, 
“I like to dot the ‘i’ and cross the ‘t and 
polish those things up.” Their 
employees went as far as painting 
the inside of the doors so it blends into 
the blue stripes on the outside. As a 
result, there’s no visible difference 
when the doors are opened. 

All of the details will help make this 
“Road Show’ a success. The Perche- 
rons will draw a new audience num- 
bering in the millions. At each stop, 
the horses are scheduled to parade 
and be displayed along with an oil 
painting and a beautiful six-foot-long 
carving of the horses and calliope. 

Now many who have not been 
able to see part of the Disney Show 
will have the opportunity to do so this 
summer. And it's all because of the 
team effort that put the essential in- 
gredients together — the horses, 
music, and excitement of a first state 
fair tour. 





Accompanying the horses was a mobile display 
trailer, with cases for the custom built harnesses. Fair 
visitors were awed with the sparkle and shine of the 
silver and leather of the show harnesses. 


PARADE CALLIOPE A BIT 
OF HISTORY 


The calliope being pulled across the 
country by our Tencennial hitch, and 
set to be pulled down Main Street, 
U.S.A., beginning next Thursday, 
dates all the way back to 1907 when it 
was first used in England in the 
Mugivan & Bowers Show. 

In 1920, it was featured in Howes 
Great London Show, and then the 
Palmer Brothers Parades in 1921. It 
was later used by Lee Brothers’ 
Shows and Ken Maynard's Diamond 
K Circus. 

Somewhere along the way, the 
calliope found its way to the United 
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states and in 1955 became part of 
Disneyland’s opening year, twice 
daily parade. It was used to entice 
guests to attend the Mickey Mouse 
Club Circus. It was later used in a 
number of Disney motion pictures, 
including “Toby Tyler.” 





So, this genera la old fellow has 
whistled and shrieked its way down 
Main Street and under big tops on 
both sides of the Atlantic for almost 75 
years. Beginning next week, you can 
see this bit of history make its way 
down our Florida Main Street!

It is the team of mechanical artist and editor, which, 
working together, take raw words and photographs and 
shape them into a newspaper.

Seeking 
“something different, a change of pace,” she packed her 
studio paints and brushes and headed south for Florida ...
